It is better to have the ironing 


board hang than stand, for there is 
less danger of its covering becoming 
soiled. Drive a hook or staple in the 
smaller end of the board by means of 
which to hang it. 


Blaster figures in hard or alabaster

Sweet Clematis, the Traveler's Joy— 


Virgin's Bower. 


Whether walking or motoring, 


travelers in the early fall see the wild 
clematis clambering over the trees 
and covering growing underbrush 
with its profusion of sweet scented 
blossoms. 
As autumn advances, its 


tiny white flowers are replaced by the 
long feathery down on the seed pods 
which hangs in graceful tufts like a 
drapery over hedges and trees, some- 
times even remaining until Decem- 
ber. The field-mice are fond of this 
down and use it to line their nests 
and make them soft and warm dur- 
ing the long, cold winter season. 


The clematis is frequently called 


Virgin's Bower or Traveler's Joy. 
Possibly it was named Virgin's Bower 
as a compliment to Queen Elizabeth, 
who liked to be called the Virgin 
Queen, for the flower was introduced 
into England in 1569. There is a 
certain species of the clematis which 
is called Ladies' Bower because of 
the tendency of the vine to form ar- 
bors or bowers, its woody stocks be- 
ing strong enough to support the 
growth of foliage which forms a roof 
overhead. Keats m his poem, "En- 
ds mioa," speaks, of such a bower. 


Do not roll on board or cut with cut- 
ter.

Make a layer of sponge cake and 


while it is still hot cut off the edges, 
spread it with jelly and roll it to- 
gether.

Escalloped Tomatoes 


Season a quart can of tomatoes 


with salt, sugar and onion juice. 
Have ready two kinds of bread 
crumbs, those crumbed from a large 
stale loaf for inner layers, and those 
dried and sifted for the top. Sprink- 
le a low, brown crockery dish with 
crumbs. 
Add dots of butter, then 


spread a layer of tomatoes with the 
hard bits removed. There should be 
three layers. Cover the dish in a hot 
oven. 
When heated through and 


partly cooked remove the cover. 
When the top is nicely browned the 
dish is ready to serve. 
Tomatoes 


cooked in this way are never watery.

Our lesson today has for its topic 


tbe covenant with David concerning 
the kingdom, the third unconditional 
covenant in Scripture. 
A covenant 


generally "has two parties to it. and if 
either party falls the matter 
falls 


through. But on three different occa- 
sions God promised for His own sake 
to do certain things without binding 
man to anything on his part, and be- 
cause of His faithfulness these cove- 
nants stand, and Isa. xiv, 24. will ap- 
ply to each of them. "The I,ord of 
Hosts hath sworn, saying. Surely as i 
have thought so shall it come to pass, 
and as I have purpos? so sh.ill it stand." 
The first was with Noah concerning 
the earth, the second with Abraham 
concerning the land and his seed and 
this third one with David concerning 
tbe throne and the kingdom, to be es- 
tablished forever. That we may look 
beyond David and Solomon to the 
everlasting 
kingdom of which God 


spake notice Acts ii. 30, where we 
learn that David knew that God spake 
to Him of the Messiah, who, raised 
from the dead, would sit on his throne 


Although our lessons will continue 


for a few weeks yet in Samuel, we are 
asked to turn to Chronicles for this 
lesson. 
It matters little, as H Sam 


vii and I Chron. xvii are almost word 
for word identical. 
The two chap- 


ters should be carefully compared. 
A 


sentence at the beginning of the Sam- 
uel chapter should be given special at- 
tention, 
"The 
Lord had given him 


rest round about from all his ene- 
mies." Compare I Chron. xrii. 9, 18; 
xxiii. 25; I Kings v, 4; Matt, xi, 28, 29. 
and other verses on the rest and peace 
and quietness which the Lord alone 
i-an give, but which He .loves to give 
to all who truly come to Him. 
Ps. 


xvlii should be read carefully, for see 
its title. 
Neither prophets nor apos- 


tles have always the mind of the Lord, 
but sometimes speak from themselves 
their own thoughts, as when the disci- 
ples found fault with Mary of Beth- 
any. 
See also Jer. xxili, 15, 17. 21, 


22, etc. 
Preachers are often tempted 


to agree with those to whom they are 
indebted for favors or position. 
Na- 


than's "Do all that is in thine heart, 
for God is with thee," was not of God, 
for that same night a different mes- 
sage came from God to Nathan for Da- 
vid, and that message is our lesson 
portion. Both David and Nathan were 
truly the Lord's servants, but even 
such need to remember Isa. Iv, 8, f). 


The thought of a habitation on earth 


for God is seen in Ex xv, 2. and is 
indorsed by God in Ex. xxv, 8. but He 
had been content to dwell in a tent 
among them and had not yet spoken 
of any more permanent dwelling. Tbe 
time for such had not fully come, but 
later we shall see that He gave to 
David by His Spirit the plans for the 
temple and permitted him to provide 
very largely for it (I Chron x>viii. n, 
12. 19; xxix, 1-8) 
In the Lord's service 


all must be of Him—time, place, cir- 
cumstances, provision, all. 
We need 


to remember in what condition He 
found us and to what He had raised 
us and His purpose concerning us In 
order that we may walk worthy of 
Him (verses 7-9; see also Ps. xl, 1-3; 
Eph. ii, 4-10; v,, 1, 2; Rom. xii. 1. 2) 
The words in verse 9 of our lesson 
concerning the place and the planting 
point us onward to the cue thing that 
God says He will do with all His heart 
and soul at the time of the kingdom 
(Jer. xxxii, 41). See also tbe quietness 
and assurance that shall be forever 
when He doeth this (Isa. xxxii, 17, IS) 


We have seen at the beginning of our 


lesson that the seed of David here 
spoken of was not Solomon, but Jesus 
Christ raised from tbe dead, for onl., 
an immortal man could reign forevei 
See Horn i. 1-4; Rev. v, 5. G; xxii. It; 
The saying in II Sam. vii. 14. "If he 
commit iniquity," is perplexing- as it 
reads in our version, for we know that 
Jesus knew no sin and did no sin and 
there was no sin in Him. but then- 
is good authority for this reading of 
that sentence, "When iniquity shall 
be laid upon Him," and that makes 
all clear, for we know that our iniqui- 
ties were laid upon Him, and He bare 
our sins in His own body on the tree 
But, while receiving all possible com- 
fort concerning our own individual s.il 
vation from the greai truth* 'onsorn 
ing Him nnd 
His suffering 
in 
<nn 


stead, we must ne\ er forsct t h a t lie 
suffered also as Israel's Messiah an,I 
lhat through Israel as a nation when 
converted it is the purpose of the Lord 
to bless all nations.. 
Read Ps Ixvii In 


that light and all Is clear. 


We can take individual comfort Irom 


much of Isa. liii and xii and similar 
portions, and yet the former will be 
peculiarly Israel's national confession 
and the latter their national anthem 
Mfcen the kingdom comes. As David 
bears of the kingdom and his seed to 
sit on his throne forever he is im- 
pressed with his own nothingness and 
the greatness of Jehovah, who uncon- 
ditionally covenants lo do all this 
(verses 16-22; II Sam. vii, 18-2G), and 
he can only pay, "Do as Thou hast 
said that Thy name may be magnified 
forever" (verses 23, 24). 
Seeing the 


glorious future assured to bis people, 
he finds comfort in the fact that God 
has promised it notwithstanding all 
bis uflworthiness. "Thou knowest thy 
servant" (verse 18).

In the brief space available 
we must assume the necessity for good 
roads; that their condition affects mar- 
ket conditions and thus concerns iall 
the people; that bad roads are pro-

- development and • welfare of all 
the 


people is good roads. 


As to the right or power of the fed- 


eral government to build or assist to 
build highways, section 8 of article 1 
of the constitution says among other 
things: 


Congress shall have power "to establish 


postoffices and post r jads." 


More than 40 per cent of all the high- 


ways and most of the main roads are 
used for rural mail delivery and so are 
postroads wi the meaning of the consti- 
tution. 
President Monroe in a mes- 


sage to congress May 4, 1802, says: 


In whatever sense the,term "establish" 


is applied- to postoffices* It must be ap- 
plied In the same sense to post roads. 


Cooley in his book on constitutional 


law says: 


Every road within a state, including 
railroads, canals, turnpikes and naviga- 
ble streams, existing- or created within a 
state, became a post road whenever by 
action of the postoffice department pro- 
vision is made for the transportation of 
the mails upon or over it. 


The above is deemed sufficient to 


show the government has the unques- 
tionable right to improve highways 
used for rural mall delivery. 


Article^ 1, section 8, clause 3, provides 


In part: "The congress shall have power 
to lay and collect taxes, duties, Imports 
and excises to pay th« -debts and provide 
for the common defense and general wel- 
fare of the United States."

After ten years of study of road 


building at home and abroad the writer 
has reached" the following definite con- 
clusions: 


First. — That If we are to have good 
roads within a generation the federal 
government must assist in building them. 


Second.—That the government contribu- 
tion be pro rated among the states as 
the work is done on the basis of one-half 
the gross supi upon the full road mileage 
of the state and one-kalf upon the basis 
of population. The plan works out fairly 
to all the states. This plan would make 
available out of $400,000,000 approximately 
$25.000,000 for 
New 
York, $26.000.000 
for 


Pennsylvania. $22,000,000 for Illinois $18 - 
000,000 for Ohio, $13,000.000 for Michigan 
etc. 


Third.—That the actual construction of 


the roads should be done under state su- 
pervision upon specifications approved by 
the United States goverriteeHt engineers. 


Fourth.—That the Initiative should be 


left with the respective townships, roart 
districts or parishes, these to furnish at 
least one-third of Ihe total cost, with the 
state clothed with' power to veto any im- 
provement if of insufficient importance. 
This power would probably be seldom If 
ever used. It may be assumed if the road 
"was not a. main highway and needed the 
people of a township would not vote to 
build it when they had to raise at least 
one-third of the money required to do so. 


Fifth.—That l£ this cewntry is to fulfill 
its high destiny a"*** »*eet the require- 
ments placed upon it by Its wealth, posi- 
tion and Its opportu»Mrp g«od roads are a. 
paramount necessity, and to get them 
speedily requires both federal and state 
aid to hearten the people to undertake 
this great work. Good roads will do more 
for the educational, social and economic 
development of the whole country than 
any other single ;asr«*ey.

GOOD ROADS IN ENGLAND. 


Is not highway improvement for the 


general welfare? 


On March 14, 1818, the house of rep- 


resentatives passed the following reso- 
lution : 


Resolved, That congress has power un- 


der the constitution to appropriate money 
for the construction of post roads, mili- 
tary and other roads and of canals and 
for the improvement of waterways. 


Among the early statesmen who held 


that the federal government had ample 
power to build roads were Jefferson, 
Madison, Clay, Webster, Calhouu and 
others. 


The government has .expended mil- 


lions on the old Cumberland road and 
a number of military roads, establish- 
ing a precedent. Tbe public roads of 
nearly every civilized country in the 
world have been built In whole or in 
part by its general government. It is 
the only plan that has ever succeeded. 
It is the world precedent. 


As to the need for better highways 


no argument Is necessary. The gen- 
eral government Is expending $35,000,- 
000 a year on rural .delivery. Accord- 
ing to Senator Bankhead of Alabama, 
the postoffice department estimates 
that uniformly good roads would mean 
longer routes, more regular service and 
a saving of 20 per *eut in the cost. 
Thus the loss to the postoffice depart- 
ment due to bad roads is now $7,000,- 
000 a year and is Increasing as the 
service is extended. It TV ill soon reach 
$10,000,000 a year. While bad roads en- 
tail a loss to the mail service of $7,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000 a year, the loss 
to the farmers and consumers of farm 
produce cannot be less than twenty 
times as much. 


As to the ability of the federal gov- 


ernment to assist in building good 
roads, how better can we judge this 
than by comparing the debt per capita 
of our country with the leading nations 


good 
of the world that' have built 
roads and found it paid to do so? 


The per capita debt of Germany, ac- 


cording to the Chicago Daily News Al- 
manac and Year Book for 1908, is $49- 
England, §88.83; Italy, $82; Spain, $98; 
France, $144, and the United States, 
$11.11. The amount of annual inter- 
est charge to be met by a citizen of 
Germany is $2; France, $6.03; England, 
$3.47; United States, 29 cents. 


The panic of 1907 was occasioned 


largely by the enormous demand for 
currency "to move the crops." Why 
need the crops be moved with such 
haste and at such great inconvenience 
to the railways and so completely 
drain the cities of money as to cause 
p. panic nnd the loss of many millions? 
IThe farmer knew the winter and bad 
iroad season was approaching and that 
<tf he didn't get his crops off before 
,the roads broke up he didn't know 
,how long the embargo of bad roads 
,wcnld prevent Him from doing so.

•Should Follow British Example. 


W. H. Moore, presi&ent of the Na 


ttonal Good Roads association, writing 
to the -editor of the Kansas City Star, 
•says: 


The finest examples of perfect, easy 


and durable roads I have found In the 
British isles are the Warwick road 
from Leamington to Warwick castle, 
about two and a half miles; the Kenil 
•worth road from Leamington to Kenil- 
Tvorth castle, five miles, and the Strat- 
ford road from fe^waiogton to Stral 
ford-on-Avon, . ten and a half miles 
These roads are about four rods wide 
between fences. The traveled or im 
proved portion is twes*y-two feet wide 
between grass edges. 


All these roads have horse paths on 


one side. Some of these are carefully 
prepared with stone averaging from 
two to three feet deep, the top surfac- 
ing "being earth. 
The paths on the 


side, which are two or three feet from 
the main road, average about five feet 
in width. No material has ever been 
nor ever will be found mere suitable to 
horses' feet and to the horsemen than 
the common earth surfaced roads. Thn 
roads referred to receive careful and 
constant attention.

The very best in- 
terests of the people of the British 
isles socially and commercially ar" 
conserved by the splendid system of 
public roads. If tbe great army of pol- 
iticians in the United States who are 
making pyrotechnic speeches and all 
candidates for municipal, state and, 
federal offices should confine their cam- 
paign to the subject of good roads and 
vrhen elected go after the question in 
earnest, they woaM s»on accomplish 
the greatest good in their generation. 
Every county can afford good roads. 


With a little common sense financier- 


ing by bonding or making a special 
levy with an Interest and a sinking 
fund 
consideration any community 


can possess good reads, with all their 
.attendant blessings. The curse of mud 
roads in the United States is a nation- 
al, monumental fraud.
